The mode to be pursued de- 
pends largely upon the use for which ii is 
intended and the different markets to which 
it is to be sent. Sometimes the hip bone 
in hams is removed at the socket and some- 
times it ia left untouched, while the shank 
is left long to the hock joint, or cut up 


close to the ham. The shoulder may be 
cut square back of the shoulder-blade and 
neck or trimmed off rounding at the upper 
part. The bacon pieces may extend from 
the ham to the shoulder or the flank may 
be separated from the back. Sometimes 
the tipe of tke ribs are left in. The side 
containing the bone is called mess pork. 
Without the bone it is called clear pork. 
To cure pork put an inch lsyer of salt in 
the bottom of a barrel and then pack in a 
layer of pork as solidly and as closely as 
possible, with the rind next to the staves 
of the barrel. Put a layer of salt on top

Pork must never be-packed until it is 
entirely free from ail animal heat, ncr must 
a barrel or cask be used that has ever held 
anything else. The best quality of salt 
should be used in the proportion of fifty 
poundstoa barrel. Ifa little ealtpetre is 
added the pork will harden and assume a 
reddish tint. 

The parts destined for hams or bacon 
should be salted by themselves. This curing 
should be sufficient to season them only, as 
if too much ealt is used the flavor is affected. 
To make a pickle for 100 pounds of ham or 
bacon take four gallons of water, six pounds 
of salt, two anda half ounces of saitpetre, 
one and a half pounds of granulated sugar. 
Boil, skim, and use when cold. 

For dry ealting the proportions are a 
Aa of brown sugar to four pounds of salt, 

he hams should be rubbed daily for ten 
days with the Lab ela after which they 
are ready for smoking. 

The meat should be hung up £0 as to dry 
thoroughly before smoking is attempted. 
Six days of consecutive smoking in a dark 
house is sufficient. Corn cobs, green hick- 
ory, or sugar maple chips are good for smok- 
ing. Some people prefer hardwood sawdust. 
The pieces should then be hang in a dark, 
dry place, of even temperature. When 
perfectly dry pack in boxes with sweet, 
well-dried clean hay and cover with the 
same material.

Characteristics ef These Great English 
Men ef Letters. 

Dickens was essentially a caricaturist. 
Trollope was an admirable portrait painter. 
Ihackeray was a clairvoyant, writes Amelia 
B. Edwards. Or, to put it differently, 
Dickens depicted his fellowmen as they 
were not ; Trollope presented them as they 
appeared to the world; Thackeray read 
them through and through. 

Asa humorist, pure and simple, Dickens 
has no rival in English fiction, and it is as 
a humorist that he will hold his place in 
the literature of his country. I fear we 
must admit that his pathos is stagey and 
that his sketches of socicty ere grossly 
exaggerated. But the immortality of the 
** Iliad” ie not more assured than that of 
“* Pickwick.” 

In this triumvirate—Dickens, Trollope, 
Thackeray—I would assign a very promi- 
ment place to the author of “* Framley 
Parsonage.” He was himself a typical 
a RTT NPN (otras ROSH 
passionately fond of field sports, yet at the 
same time a thorough man of business 
athorough Londoner. He was intimately 
conversant with the life and haunts of the 
upper and middle classes, and he had a 
very considerable knowledge of Parliamen- 
tary lifeand Parliamentary men. he 
made an exhaustive and affectionate study 
of the British parson, and the British par- 
sop, till Anthony Trollopetook him in hand, 
was an unexplored field of research, not- 
withstanding that Parson Adame end Dr. 
Primrose are dear to us. Now, the British

parishes and provincial towns, and, until 
the publication of *‘ Barchester Towers” he 
had treated by our novelists as a mere 
lay figure.

Consumption as a Commesicable 
. Disease. 

There are two ways in which the infectien 
from communicable diseases may be trans” 
mitted from one animal body to anothen 
In some diseases proximity to the persos 
infected is all that is required. These are 
contagious diseases. In others some medium 

ike food or water, is necessary for the 
transmission of the germ. Such diseases, 
though communicable, are not contagious 
These two classes of diseases call for dif- 
ferent methods of sanitary treatment. In 
contagious affections it is obvious that since 
the infection is transmissible on a mere 
approach to the sick person, isolation, of 
quarantining, asit is popularly called, is 
the only sure method of exterminating the 
disorder. 

In the case of non-contagious communi- 
cable diseases, on the other hand,communi- 
cation isnot established simply by proximity 

o the sick, but by intermediate means 
Hence isolation is not necessary ; nor is 
it effective, as compared with measures 
directed againet the medium of transmis 


oe 


sion. 

It is to the class of non-contagious 
communicable diseases that consumptics 
belongs, in common with all disorders of e 
tuberculous origin. Im other aps 
consumption is not a disease that calle f 
quarantine. The t, therefore, need 
have no fear that he is to be isolated from 
his friends ; nor need we who love to render 
the last hours of the sufferer more endur- 
able be alarmed lest our etforte shall only 
serve to the dread di if we 
will observe a few simple rules of disinfeo- 


tion. 

The tuberculous germ in consumption is 
of course not only scattered more or less 
completely throughout the sabstance of the 
lange, but is present in the mucous sub- 
stance which is comrenetls oare ap by 
the patient. The germs have a wonderful 
vitality, and will persist long after the 
sputa is dried up and invisible. 

It ie this fact which has fendered the 
disease the subject of so much investigation, 
and which has led to ite being placed on the 
list with other commua diseases in 
order that it may eome under the same 
sanitary treatment. 

What is proposed to be done in the way 
of remedying the evil is that consumptive 
persons shall be reported to she health 
authorities in order that the case may 
receive proper inspaction, that the neces- 

disinfectants may be provided, and 
that the fami!y may be warned of the nat- 
ure of the infection and the manner in 
which it ie communicated. — 

It ia to be hoped that efforts in this direo- 
tion will be received by the public in a pro- 
perspirit If this is done, and proper 
methods of disinfection are carefully follow- 
ed, we may expect eventually to aeme off 
victorious t at least one farm of 
turberculous infection, 


Nose- Bleed 


Bleeding from the nose is caused by the 
congestion of the lining membrane of the 
nose. 

This congestion may be the result of cat 
arrh, or more properly, of the discased 
condition of the nasal membranes which is 
due to catarrh ;or it may accompany cont 
geation of some organ of the body, as the 
liver. It may also result from heart dis- 


ease, or even from dyspepsia. 

Nose-bleed in children is commonly sup. 
posed te indicate nothing more than theg 
the child tires easily, or isoveractive. Yeu 
even these terms express more than is ob- 
vious upon a casual reading of the words. 

If a child tires easily, or in other words, 
if the least overesertion at play or at study 
results ina more or less severe attack of 
nose-bleed, the child must be in a weak- 
ened state ; while, on the other hand, if he 
is accuetomed to allow his play or his 
studies so to absorb his interest as to make 
him forget his fatigue, he is piacing an 
injudicious strain upon his constitution. 

in either case he will be benefited by a 
curtailment of work, andan increase in the 
amount of time allotted for rest, until his 
body is more fully developed. No chiid's 
mind cap be developed faster than the body 
except at the expense of health. 

Nose-bleed occurring ‘p middle life and 
oid age ie a more serious thing, as it indi- 
cates a graver condition of affairs. It is 
usually coiucident with: -lisease of the liver, 
heart or kidneys. Its cure is of course 
dependent upon the restoration of the 
organs to a normal condition. In elderly 
persons the disorder sometimes appears to 
result from weakness, which, in turn, it

t is @ common saying that, in full- 
blooded reons, 2n occasional nose- 
bleed is eficial; and this may in a 
certain sense be true, inasmuch as the nasal 
membranes ere thus relieved of congestion. 
Rat it ie eafe to say that biecding from the 
nose is never anything but e sign of weak- 
ness, 

The treatment of an attack of nose-bieed 
consiste in absolute rest and cool applice- 
tions to the head. The extremities should 
be warm. The head should nox be held 
down over a basin, as this favore the flow 
of blood. One of the simplest and moet 
effectual methods of stopping an ordin 
attack is for the person to stand erect, wit 
the head in the asual upright position, and 
the hands extended at iesgth directly over 
the head. 

Obstinate cases require prompt medica) 
assistance.

Then the heavy cotton 
ones, which may be worn till November, sell 
for 10 cente @ pair. 

Four pairs of shoes will last.a careful 
woman ayear. One pair of kid at $3.50 
for best. One pair of good common walking 
shoes at.$2.50. Une pair of rubber over- 
shoes, 50 cents. One pair of high winter 
overehees,$1,50. These last ones need not 
be bought each winter, so the extra $1.59 
may buy pretty low shoes or slippers, just 
as youlike. 

About gloves. Some girls are hard on 
such things, By wearing mits and silk 
gioves in summerand fabric gloves for 
common in winter, along with @ pair or 
two of kid, I think that $4.50 is plenty for 
clothing the hands. Good kids should last 
a good while. When I was married, over 
five years ago, I bought two pairs of kids 
for $1:50 a pair. The best are good yet, 
only soiled, and the other pair I wear 
while I wheel the cab and fer common pur- 
pores. Two hats may be bougat each year, 
one for summer and one for winter. I set 
the figures at $7.00, but those of previous 
years may be worked over for second best 
and basiness hats. Better buy your velvets, 
ribbons and trimmings of dry yood stores, 
for economy. It is common nowadays for 
miilliners to go out by the day and you can 
see the possibilities in this. I had ahandy 
trimmer do my work at home this summer. 
We copied a six-dollar bonnet and our cost 
was leas than $2.50. Of course the material 
was good and will appear from year to 
year. 

As for dresses, a good cloth, silk or hen- 
rietta should last four orfive years with 
little changes each year, Thus a best 
dress, need not be bought each vear. 
Inatead, the cash may be used each sesson 
‘for a cloak, another year for furs, and to 
on.

_ Medicine and Ceremonial. 
“The physicians of mediaeval England, 


who were for the most part monks, friars, 
or Jews, possessed a large assortment o 
remedies, some of them borrowed from the 
Byzantine physicians, others from the tra- 
ditional pratice of the people. Christian 
physicians, however, called religion to 
their aid. None of their remedies was ad 

ministered without ceremonial. While the 
medicine was being compounded, the pa- 
tient would say twelve times over one of 
tte Psalms, beginning ‘‘Miserere Mei, 
Deus,” then several Paternosters, “then 
drink the dose, and wrap thyself up warm;” 
or he would sing the Paalm, ‘‘Salvum Me 
Fac, Deus,” then drink the draught out 
of a charch bell, the priests finishing the 
cure with prayer. 

Dr. Creighton remarks that es the mal- 
adies of the Middle Ages contained an 
unusual element of hysteria, the ceremon- 
ial may not have come amiss asan aid to 
the treatment. Physicians gain consider- 
able fees by their practice, which the people 
appear to have grudged them. The satirical 
writers constantly accuse them of greed ; 
but these charges were probably owing to 
the prevalence of the idea, not yet extinct, 
that as ‘‘medicine is from the Lord God,”

Only the strongest and most experienced 
coolies can properly cultivate an acre anda 
quarter, and even with them the last third 


of the field is much inferior to the rest. 
Besides, tobacco is attacked by several in- 
sect enemies, and particularly by small 
reen caterpillars, and large grasshoppers. 
n tobacco intended for ‘“‘tilling,” or manu- 
actare, a few holes on the leaf are of less 
consequence, but ‘“‘wrappers” to be of ap 
use, must be without flaw,and the ‘‘worm,” 
unless carefully hand-picked, will reduce 
the profits to a very small margin. 

Another peculiarity is that, if tobacco is 
flooded, even to the depth of an inch, it 
instantly perishes, and a large part of the 
oxpenscs of an estate ccnsists of an elab- 
orate systein of ‘‘parits,” or drains, to carry 
off storm water, a difficult thing to do in 
the level coast districte, At length the 
leaves of first-pianted ‘‘trees” begin to 
wrinkle andshow yellow spots, and now the

\FROM LONDOR'S SLUMS, 


SCENES IN THE POLICE COURTS OF 
THE GREAT METROPOLIS. 


Medern Edition of Samuel Weller, 5r.. 
Summoned at Gulidhall—Sis Wet Day 
Plea Successful—Strange and Pathetic 
Incidents Pertrayed. 


Loxpox, Jan. 19.—Certain phases of 
London life are best studied in the police 
courte, There we are brought face to face 
with all sorts and conditions of struggling 
humanity and catch glimpees of the secrets 
of society. Sometimes we are treated to 
sorry stories of aristocratic knavery, at 
others cheered by unexpevted traits of 
benevolence, and again shocked by the 
bratality of the footpad or the callousness 
of the depraved woman. The magistrates 
deal out justice with impartial hand. 
They spare neither the wealthy nor the 
poor who have transgressed the law. They 
offer advice to the troubled and needy and 
are unsparing in their denunciations of the 
oppressor or the law-breaker. London 
magistrates bave their faults like other 
men, but, as a rule, they are governed by a 
strict sense of justice, tempered by broad 
charity and liberal views of life. They 
have a queer constituency to deal with,but 
the almost universal respect in which they 
ave held is proof of their impartiality and 
humanity. 

This week has been more than ordinarily 
prolific in police court ecenes. At the 
Guildhall, presided over by Sir Henry 
Knight, there was a flavor of old London 
and Dickens. A short, thick-set man, with 
a heavy red muffler wound around his neck 
and almost concealing his red, weather- 
beaten face, gave his name as Samuel Wel- 
ler, spelled with a ‘‘we.” He was an om- 
nibus driver and was charged with being 
absent from his bus for five minutes. Like 
his famous prototype, Weller had a hoarse 
voice and a roundabout manner. He did 
not deny the charge, but pleaded extenuat- 
ing circumstances. He told his story 
pretty much in the same way, as the elder 
Weller would have told it only that astute 
coachy never would have been caught off the 
box sipping ginger brandy, which appeared 
to be the favorite tipple of the modern 
Weller. 

**]t wos like this, your honor,” said he, 
in guttural tones, ‘it wos a wery damp 
morning, and a gentleman as was riding 
outside says to me, ‘Sam, will you have a 
drop of ginger brandy?” An’ I answers, 
*I don’t mind if I do.’ I wos wet right 
through, and I just goes in and has a drop 
of ginger brandy and comes out again 
Now, that woe all, your honor, and I hopes 
as how you will look over it, being « first 
offense on a wery wet morning.” 

Sir Henry took in the humor of the situa- 
tion and suggested that perhaps the driver 
was ill. Sammy saw the point. ‘‘Well, I 
wos wery ill and wery wet, your honor,” he 
responded, as quickly as possible. The 
magistrate thereupon dismissed the sum- 
mons, and Weller was soon outside of the 
court-room, treating the constable who had 
caused his arrest to something stronger 
than ginger brandy, just to show there was 
no ill will, you know. 


SATISFIES JUSTICE WITH $1.25. 


Stern justice was exemplified at West- 
ham. A widow was charged with keeping 
a refreshment-house without having a lie 
cense, She kept a little shop in which she 
sold confectionery, tobacco and small art- 
icles, One night a revenue epy called and 
bought a bottle of lemonade. It was after 
hours, and he reported the circumstance. 
Defendant admitted the offense, but said 
she erred in ignorance. She had recently 
lost her husband and had opened the little 
shop to try and support: herself and seven 
children, She had given up the business 
after the summors was issued. But justice 
could not overiook any attempt, however 
small, to defraud the revenue, and a fine of 
$1.25 was imposed. 

At the Southwark police court a bux- 
maker was summoned for unlawfully 
assaulting, illtreating and neglecting hie 
boy of 9 years. For spending a sixpence the 
‘ad was tied to the end of an iron bedstead, 
after being severely beaten. His arms 
were extended and secured with catgut and 
ropes, and one leg was also tied. The 
little fellow was compelled to stand on the 
other leg from 12 o'clock at night until 10 
in the morning. ‘Twice during the night, 
on pleading to be released, his father burn- 
ed his arms with paraflin matches. When 
re‘eased the child was so exhausted and 
swollen that he had to be taken toa hos- 
pitel. The brute ofa father was remanded, 
so as to permit inquiries{by the Society for 
the Prevention of Crueity to Children. 

Nearly every day thereis some case of 
cruelty exposed in the several police courts. 
Parents of the lower viaesee seem to treat 
their children worse than dogs. Warnings 
have no effect, and a term of imprisonment 
often seems to embitter them more and 
more against their unfortunate offspring, 
for instances are common where the father 
or mother has returned from jail and wreak- 
ed vengeance on the children who were the 
innocent cause of their imprisonment. 

Under such circumstances it is refreshing 
to find that the tables are turned at times. 
An ipstance of this was recorded at Bow 
street. An elderly voman accompanied by 
her grandchild of 12 years,complained that 
the little girl was completely beyond her 
control, 

“What does she do?” asked the magis- 
trate. 

“She won’t do anything that she’s told 
to do,” said the grandmother. ‘*Last night 
she was woree thanever. Me and heraunt 
was in bed, and she snatched silthe bed- 
clothes otf us and slapped us hard. That's 
no way to treat her grandma and sant.” 

Mr. Vaughn eaid it wasthe woman's 
own fault if she had 00 control over the 
child, and he refused todoanything but 
caution the child, whose eyes twinkied in

In another court there was an instance of 
the difficulty of a criminal reforming his 
ways. Under the prevention cf crimes act 
srg of good behavior can be released 

fore the expiration of their sentences on 
condition that they report themselves at 
certain police stations once a month. John 
McGuire was released from the Pentonville 
prieon under this act. Me declared his in 
vention of living in Waterloo road, but he 
failed to re himself and the police lost 
all trace of him until recently, when he was 
found keeping a etall ina Lancashire mar- 
ket. The man was making an honest living, 
and his associates bore testimony to his 
good behavior. He went to friends shortly 
after leaving prison, and thought the 
euthorities had no further claim en him so 
long as he was not living in London. This 
plea did not avail, however, and McGuire 
was committed for fourteen days. It seems 
hard that anyone should be hindered in an 
honest effort to reform, but the police have 
no alternative but to arrest old offenders 
who fail to comply with the law. McGuire's 
case has led to considerabie discussion in 
the newspapers, which intimate that his 
punishment under the circumstances is apt 
to make him suspend all efforts tolive a 
better life and return toa criminal career.
